Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1966. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  not  changed  greatly  in  the  last  10  years  and 
oscillates  around  23.  The  perinatal  mortality  has  shown  variations  over  the  last 
10  years  and  has  not  come  below  the  middle  30’s.  Both  these  figures  are  above 
those  of  the  county  and  the  country  as  a whole  and  can  only  be  improved  by 
health  education,  better  maternity  services,  houses  and  general  improvement  in 
living  standards.  When  the  figures  become  lower  it  becomes  more  difficult  to 
reduce  them  further,  as  certain  pathological  conditions  are  unavoidable  in  the 
present  state  of  medical  knowledge.  Rural  areas  and  those  further  away  from 
hospitals  and  other  services,  tend  to  have  less  impressive  vital  statistics  than 
those  of  progressive  towns. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  outbreak  of  sonne  dysentry  at  Tonna  which  took  place  at  the  end  of 
1965,  continued  into  the  early  part  of  1966  and  spread  up  into  the  Neath  Valley. 
About  250  cases  were  involved,  the  majority  being  school  children.  The  health 
department  were  obliged  to  exclude  a number  of  food  handlers  from  work,  and 
their  wages  were  made  up  by  the  Council.  The  number  of  cases  registered  as 
suffering  from  T.B.  continued  to  fall. 

Odours 

Following  representations  from  Port  Talbot  Borough,  meetings  took  place 
early  in  the  year  between  Port  Talbot  Borough  Council,  Neath  Borough  Council. 
Neath  Rural  District  Council,  Glamorgan  River  Board,  Alkali  Inspectorate  and 
the  Management  of  BP  Llandarcy,  regarding  the  unpleasant  odour  which  had 
existed  in  the  area  for  about  two  years.  The  company  stated  they  were  not 
responsible  and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  avoid  discharging  any  chemical 
into  their  sewer  effluent  which  may  cause  trouble.  No  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year  regarding  this  matter  and  it  appears  that  the  nuisance  has 
ceased. 

Brickworks 

Corrosive  dust  from  this  works  continued  to  trouble  residents  in  the 
neighbourhood  and  the  company  took  steps  to  pre-dry  the  bricks  in  an  effort 
to  improve  flue  temperatures  and  humidity  without  success.  The  problem  has 
proved  intractable  owing  to  the  out  of  date  methods  of  production  and  the 
unfortunate  siting  of  the  premises  amongst  residential  properties  long  before 
the  Planning  Acts. 
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Brucellosis 

Cattle  at  a farm  in  the  district  were  found  to  be  infected  with  brucellosis. 
Milk  was  being  sold  direct  to  the  public  without  pasteurisation  and  therefore  a 
heat  treatment  order  was  enforced  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regula- 
tions 1959.  This  was  in  operation  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Court  Herbert  Slaughterhouse 

Owing  to  the  development  of  Court  Herbert  for  housing,  it  had  been 
understood  that  the  slaughterhouse  would  be  closed.  Maintenance  had  been 
kept  to  the  minimum  and  conditions  had  deteriorated  so  that  the  management 
were  met  in  order  to  stress  the  importance  of  renovations  and  better  manage- 
ment. This  they  agreed  to  do  in  as  short  a time  as  possible. 

Meals  on  Wheels 

On  the  28th  June,  1965,  a working  party  consisting  of  representatives  of 
Glamorgan  County  Council  and  District  Councils  within  the  County,  met  at 
County  Hall  to  discuss  the  provision  of  meals  for  the  aged  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962.  As  a result  of  this, 
the  Welfare  Services  Committee  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  adopted  the 
recommendations  of  the  working  party,  namely,  that  the  District  Councils 
exercise  primary  responsibility  for  arranging  meals  on  wheels  services  in  their 
respective  areas,  and  that  the  County  Council  should  bear  50  per  cent  of  the  net 
cost  of  such  schemes.  The  charge  for  each  meal  was  to  be  Is.  3d.,  and  a minimum 
of  two  meals  weekly  was  to  be  provided  to  each  recipient. 

The  Neath  Rural  District  Council  decided  that  they  would  undertake  this 
work  and  purchase  meals  from  an  outside  body  for  distribution  in  their  area, 
and  that  the  scheme  should  be  organised  and  administered  by  the  Public  Health 
Department.  The  Department  began  its  planning  work  in  September,  1965,  no 
rigid  criteria  were  to  be  adopted  as  to  who  should  have  the  meals,  but  in  general 
it  was  felt  that  the  aged,  infirmed  and  handicapped  would  be  given  first  con- 
sideration. 

A small  meals  on  wheels  service  had  existed  in  the  Rural  area  for  some 
years,  run  on  a voluntary  basis  by  the  W.V.S.  This  was  limited  to  Skewen, 
Resolven,  Cwmgwrach,  Glynneath  and  Rhigos,  and  it  was  decided  to  take  over 
from  the  voluntary  bodies  when  the  Council’s  scheme  got  under  way.  In  Septem- 
ber, 1966,  the  Council  appointed  Miss  Sarah  Morgan  as  Supervisor,  together  with 
a driver  and  asistant  for  the  first  van  which  they  had  already  purchased.  Miss 
Morgan  is  fully  qualified  to  supervise  the  staff,  plan  menus,  check  the  quality  of 
the  food  and  deal  with  applicants,  etc.  The  service  was  inaugurated  on  11th 
October,  1966,  in  the  area  extending  from  Cadoxton  through  Tonna  to  Resolven. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  another  van  had  ben  purchased,  staff  engaged  and  a 
large  part  of  the  district  was  being  served.  Meals  were  purchased  by  the  Council 
from  Messrs.  Vaccari  of  Neath.

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district. 

The  small  children’s  pool  at  Resolven  takes  water  from  the  mains  and  this  drains 
into  the  sewer.  The  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  filtered  and  the  pool  is  drained  weekly  and 
cleaned  thoroughly.  A check  on  the  chlorination  of  water  is  made  three  times  a day  with 
a colourimeter.  It  is  60ft.  long  by  40ft.  wide  with  a depth  of  about  3ft.  The  capacity  is 
37,000  gallons.  There  is  an  attendant  present  during  the  time  the  pool  is  opened,  who  can 
deal  with  emergencies  and  first  aid.  There  are  separate  changing  rooms  for  boys  and  girls 
but  no  individual  cubicles.  As  yet  there  is  no  provision  of  toilets  at  the  pool,  but  this 
matter  is  in  hand.  There  is  a foot-path  through  which  children  have  to  pass  before  entering 
the  pool.  The  number  using  the  pool  is  between  50  and  70  per  day,  depending  on  weather 
conditions. 

At  Glynneath  the  pool  is  supplied  with  mains  water  and  is  drained  into  the  sewer. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  a check  is  made  on  the  chlorination  three  times 
daily  by  means  of  a colourimeter.  The  capacity  is  90,000  gallons  with  a turnover  every  six 
hours.  I assume  an  attendant  is  present  during  the  time  the  pool  is  opened  and  emergency 
equipment  includes  a pole  and  ropes.  There  are  twenty  cubicles  and  two  foot-baths  through 
which  bathers  have  to  pass  before  entering  the  pool.
